The tearful display came 
after Judge Hamid Underwood 
bound over the youth to Juve¬ 
nile Court after hearing next 
Tuesday. He was orderd taken 
to Mendocino State Hospital 
for psydiiairic examination. 

After the judge left the 
court, Marlene Moss, 21-year- 
oid Brigham Young University 
; student, ran across the court¬ 
room and threw her arms 
! around her brother, asking 
him to talk to her. He sobbed, 
2 nd she wept loudly. 

The youth shot and killed 
;his father and mother early 
yesterday with a .22-caliber 
rifle, beat a pretty young 
woman boarder in his home 
in Lewiston, with another rifle, 
then left with $438 belonging 
to his Boy Scout troop and to 
a church of which his father. 
Veril Moss, 45, was an elder. 

Arrested an nour later in 
Redding. Daryl confessed 
calmly, ate a big breakfast 
and then went to sleep. 

At Shasta County Juvenile 
Hall where he was held until 
this morning, officers said he 
appeared unremorseful and 
slept soundly last night.

Daryl, an Explorer Scout 
and president of his sopho¬ 
more high school class, 
sobbed silfently when his sis¬ 
ter threw her arms around 
him in court yesterday. 

The admissions officer at 
Mendocino State Hospital, Dr. 
Parry Hook, said Daryl’s 
habit of dyeing his hair “is 
unusual enough to moke me 
wonder about his emotional 
condition.” 

The psychiatrist said it 
would be possible to speculate 
that Daryl may have been 
subconsciously confused over 
whether he was a boy or a 
girl

and whistling softly while 
watching television programs. 

Young Moss had pleaded 
Innocent by reason of insan¬ 
ity. But his* lawyer today stip¬ 
ulated that the boy had done 
the shooting and Judge Un¬ 
derwood found him guilty of 
first degree murder for kill¬ 
ing his father and second de¬ 
gree for shooting his mother.
